“It’s true that we don’t have 
many of your problems,” the vis­ 
iting Swedish management expert 
observed. “We are s homogeneous 
country with a population smal­ 
ler than in some of your states 
—but the big difference between 
the United States and Sweden is 
one of mood.” 
Curt-Steffan Giesecke, 
of the 
Swedish Employers Confederation, 
sat in a hotel lobby and spoke 
out candidly and confidently about 
labor relations in his 
country, 
where strikes are not a problem 
and where there is no unemploy­ 
ment. 
He could have been any one of 
the many Swedish experts, from 
management, 
labor or govern­ 
ment who are in constant de­ 
mand at American conferences 
and conventions to describe what 
seems in this country a minor 
miracle 
of 
peaceful 
industrial 
relations. 


The visiting Swede has virtually 
become a status symbol. No self- 
respecting conference on labor- 
management 
relations 
is 
com­ 
plete these days without one. 


AFTER DISPELLING 
Ameri­ 
can fears that theirs is a socialist 
country the Swedes describe their 
own free-wheehng collective bar­ 
gaining. in which all employes, 
soon to include government work­ 
ers, are free to strike. Employers 
are similarly free to lock out. 
The Swedish 
experts 
explain 
that their country has a bare 
minimum of labor laws, that most 
of their system relies on volun­ 
tary agreements between unions 
and managements, and that the 
government devotes itself to com­ 
batting 
unemployment 
and 
in­ 
flation. 
The difficulty that arises when 
Swedes and Americans try to dis­ 
cuss labor relations is dramatic in 
the case of the word “union.” 
A union, first of all. is some­ 
thing that 80 oer cent of Swedish 
workers belong to. In addition to 
a large federation of industrial 
unions, the Swedes have a small­ 
e r one for white-collar workers 
•nd an even smaller one that 
claims to have organized 75 per 
cent of professionally - employed 
university 
graduates. 
The 
last 
group includes even dentists. 
Union membership is not com­ 
pulsory in Sweden; there are no 
closed shops. 
Conditions 
of 
a 
union contract are always appli­ 
cable to those who elect to stay 
out of a union as well as to 
those who join 


SWEDISH 
UNIONS 
have 
no 
jurisdictional 
disputes. 
Between 
1909 and 1912 they settled the 
debate over industrial vs. craft 
unionism, and converted all but 
a few of then unions, such as 
printers and the building trades, 
to the industnal-union pattern. 
Each major industry has one 
union and it negotiates a national 
agreement to which all affiliated 
locals subscribe 
In the negotiation of such agree­ 
ments, the union members give 
their representatives authority to 
reach a settlement. The terms of 
a new contract do not have to 
be brought back to the members 
for ratification 
Union dues are nominal — tba 


average is 75 per cent of an 
hour’s pay per 
week—and the 
check-off is very rare. From their 
extensive treasuries, the Swdish 
unions pay administrative costs 
and finance 
education, 
welfare 
and strike pay. 
Large unions, as in this coun­ 
try, have social centers, holiday 
camps 
and 
other 
recreational 
facilities.

Sweden comes from a fund built 
up of employe and government 
contributions, with no direct em­ 
ployer payments. The system is 
administered by the unions. 
When a worker becomes unem­ 
ployed, he is required to register, 
as here, with the government-run 


employment service. There are no 
private, 
profit-making 
employ­ 
ment agencies in Sweden. 
If an unemployed worker should 
refuse an appropriate job offered 
by the employment service, his 
union would refuse to pay him 
his unemployment benefits. 


IT WOULD BE great mistake 


to attribute all U S. failures and 
all Swedish success in labor rela­ 
tions to differences 
in 
unions. 
When talking to the Swedish ex­ 
perts, it soon becomes clear that 
there are also vast differences be- 
twn the two countries in the 
meaning of the word “employer.” 
Since the early 1900s, Swedish 
employers, ineludinp many who 


compete, have found it possible 
to combine in a national associa­ 
tion and trust it to represent them 
in all union negotiations. 
The Swedish Employers Con­ 
federation has 44 affiliated indus­ 
try associations. It has 16,500 in­ 
dividual member firms that em­ 
ploy more than a million workers. 
The industry associations sign 
collective bargaining agreements 
with unions but each agreement 
must be acceptable to the national 
confederation. 
The bedrock of Swedish labor 
relations, however, is a series of 
voluntary agreements betwen the 
confederation and the national 
labor federation adhered to scrup­ 
ulously by both sides. It spells 
out the conditions under which 
strikes, lockouts and other forms 
of economic coercion can take 
place

Borrower Pests

■ “A tax cut to stimulate invco- 
ment not only would create jabe 
and consumer demand, but by 
providing the means of satisfy­ 
ing the new demand would tend 
to avoid a build-up of inflationary 
pressures.

“Thus any tax cut may be 
damaging to the balance of pay* 
ments in the short-run, even while 
promising long-run benefits. 
‘As for a narrowing of the cost- 
price 
differential 
between 
the 
United States and Europe, the 
United States cannot afford to 
base it« policies on the hope that 
Europe will fail to take strong 
policy measures to combat its 
own inflation. An awareness of 
spreading in Europe and vigorous 
taken in a number of countries.” 


THE RECENT drastic measures 
introduced in France are an ex­ 
ample of what Curtis means. 
Among the 
needed measures 
mentioned by Curtis is a reduc­ 
tion of U. S. foreign assistance 
and a careful review of overseas 
military expenditures.

THE PROPOSAL was described 
in the London Times as hastily 
c o n t r i v e d w ith insufficient 
thought, riddled with loopholes, 
and prematurely bom.

chaotic. 
Bosch was elected p resident by 
an 
ov erwhelming v ote in the 
Dominican Rep ublic’s first free 
elections since dictator Rafael L. 
Trujillo took p ower more than 30 
y ears ag o. 
Shortly before he sailed on the 
Mella Saturday nig ht, the silv er- 
haired ex -p resident g av e a hand­ 
written note to a friend, Miami 
p ublisher Frencisco Ag uirre. 
In it he said: “The coup was 
established technically after my 
return from Mex ico (in mid-Sep ­ 
tember). 
The 
coup 
was 
or­ 
g anized before my inaug uration 
last February .’* 
Bosch said he had asked Gen. 
Imbert Barrera and his wife to 
accomp any him aboard the frig ate 
because he distrusted the nav y 
chiefs. He said Imbert Barrera 
and Gen. Luis Amiama Tio, an­ 
other leader of the coup , were 
“the only p ersons close to the 
new g ov ernment that hav e shown 
courtesy to me.’* 


Bosch’s ultimate destination was 
not known, but Puerto Rico ap ­ 
p eared a likely ex ile home.

QUESTION: Can y o u tell ro e 
abo u t co lo ring a co n­ 
crete p atio slab? I do no t want 
to p aint the dab, bu t wa nt the 
co lo r right in the co ncrete. 
ANSWER: Yo u neglected to say 
whether the co ncrete slab is al­ 
ready do wn o r whether it still 
mu st be co nstru cted. Ike wo rding 
ef y o u r letter indicates the slab 
has no t y et been made, bu t we’ll 
•iv e y o u info rmatio n co v ering 
bo th p o ssibilities. One way to co l 
o r co ncrete is by u sing co lo red 
cru shed ro cks o r sto nes in p lace 
o f the o rdinary grav el when mak­ 
ing the mix tu re. This is a bit 
tricky . 
A better way is to add sp ecial 
p igments to the p o rtland cement 
and sand befo re the grav el and 
water are mix ed in. Fo r blu e, 
u se a co balt mo de p igment. Fo r 
bro wn, u se bu rnt u mber o r bro wn 
iro n o x ide. Fo r red, u se red iro n 
o x ide. Fo r gray , u se black iro n 
o x ide o r manganese black. Fo r 
green, u se o hro nru m o x ide. Use 
abo u t 10 p er cent by weight o f 
the cement. Ex amp le: if y o u are 
making a mix with a 04 -p o u nd bag 
o f cement, u se nine p o u nds o f 
p igment. Use less than 10 p er 
cent if y o u want a lighter shade. 
If y o u want p ink, y o u ’d u se abo u t 
4 p er cent o f red iro n o x ide. Also 
start with white cement instead 
o f the co mmo n gray ty p e. 
When y o u want to co lo r a slab 
already in ex istence, ap p ly a 
co ating o f co lo red co ncrete to a 
dep th o f half-an-inch to o ne inch. 
Or u se a sp ecial dy e which sinks 
into the o ld co ncrete. When it is 
tho ro u ghly dry , ap p ly a p ro tec­ 
tiv e co o t o f dressing o f the ame 
brand as the dy e. A ru bber base 
flo o r co ating can be u sed if the 
dressing is no t av ailable. Imp o rt­ 
ant: co ncrete dy e can no t be 
u sed o n a slab which already has 
flo o r co ating can be u sed if the 
dressing is no t av ailable.

So he decided to make o ne no w, 
instead o f waiting u ntil nex t su m­ 
mer. It co st less than 32 and 
his ru gged do -it-y o u rself lantern 
resembles so me o f the ancient 
lamp s mo re than so rrie ex p en­ 
siv e rep ro du ctio ns. As he p o ints 
o u t, it’s the idea that co u nts, so 
o ne can make the lanterns to 
su it his o wn taste, and av ailable 
mo lds. 


THERE ARE MANY TYPES o f 
sto ne lanterns u sed by the Jap ­ 
anese at their little water sp o ts 
and alo ng garden p aths to light 
the way . One can make the lan­ 
tern fo r deco rativ e p u rp o ses in a 
garden, o r it can p inp o int a p ath, 
if « candle is inserted. 
Yo u can make it in any nu m­ 
ber o f sectio ns, bu t u su ally it is a 
sto ne lantern p laced o n a p edestal 
o f sto ne. The to p o f the lantern is 
shap ed like a mu shro o m with a 
kno b o n it. 
The fo rmu la fo r Scribner’s first 
lantern is simp le. 


HE COMBINED o ne-half bag o f 
cement and 20 sho v els o f sand 
with water u ntil the right co n­ 
sistency was achiev ed. 
He cu t two windo ws abo u t 4 
inches sq u are in a tar can that 
measu red 18 inches high and 
abo u t a fo o t in diameter. He in­ 
serted two blo cks into the win­ 
do ws, so that when cement was 
p o u red into the can, windo ws 
were fo rmed. 
He p o u red cement into an o ld 
small dishp an abo u t 18 inches 
in diameter o n the large side. 
(This wo u ld giv e him a mu sh­ 
ro o m shap e, slightly larger than 
the cy linder when inv erted. 


HE FILLED AN 18-inch-sq u are 
wo o den bo x abo u t 2 inches in 
dep th with cement to fo rm the 
base o f the p edestal. A smo o th 
ro ck was fo u nd to be p laced o n 
to p o f the “mu shro o m,” bu t a 
kno b-like finial co u ld be made 
by p o u ring cement into a small, 
flat, slightly ro u nded shap e abo u t 
the size o f an indiv idu al p u dding 
mo ld. 
Cement was p o u red to the to p 
o f the co ntainers and lev eled 
o ff. A lo ng file was u sed fo r the 
small amo u nt o f p ro dding needed 
to get the fo rms o u t o f their co n­ 
tainers. 
“Any o ne giv ing his idea tho u ght 
co u ld co me u p with • series o f 
co ntainers to serv e them better 


than these tilings that I ju st hap ­ 
p ened to hav e in my garage,” 
Scribner ex p lains, “If I’d antici­ 
p ated su ccess o n the first try , 
I’d hav e sp ent mo re time in 
ro u nding u p mo lds.” 


ACTUALLY WHILE Scribner 
p u t the windo ws in the cy linder, 
the Jap anese might hav e a small 
fo o tsq u are windo wed lantern p la­ 
ced between the mu shro o m-shap e 
to p and the cy linder and flat base 
that fo rm the p edestal. Bu t there 
are many v ariatio ns o f the lan­ 
terns, in all sizes and shap es, s< 
the mo lds will p redict the design. 
These lanterns are p ractical and 
co ntribu te to 
tranq u ility 
and 
co u ld he co lo red fo r Americaniz­ 
ing these ancient lights.
